The time for the filing of nomina¬ 
tion papers for candidates aspiring to 
county and state offices expired 
i Thursday evening of last week, and 
f the list of those who will appear be¬

, j, n ow complete. The last candidate 
to come with his nomination petition 
vas W. J. Smith of South San Fran¬ 
co, who arrived at fifteen minutes 
Wore closing time at the county 
clerk's office. 

The closing of the doors of the 
clerk's office ended the suspense of 
noet of the county officers, who had 
not known up to that minute whether 
they would be opposed for re-election 
or not. It developed then that for 
only two of the county offices would 
there be a contest, these being the 
connty treasurership, where P. P. 
Chamberlain, the incumbent, will be 
opposed by Fred W. Lippman of Red¬ 
wood City, and the sheriff's office, 
where H. W. Lumpkin, present under- 
iherlff, is being opposed by Claude M. 
Hlrnchey, chief of police of Hills¬ 
borough. and Frank P. Roach of 
Menlo Park. 

One of the liveliest contests in the 
county will be over the office of jus¬ 
tice of the peace in the first township, 
where eight candidates are out with 
two to elect. Only two of the county 
•npervlsors come up for election this 
yenr, these being C. ,V. Thompson of 
the fifth township, who Is unopposed, 
ud Supervisor Mrs. Rosalie M. 
brown of the second, who has three 
opponents.

I By Nearly o to 1 Vote Opposes Court 
Order Severing Connection of 
S. P. nnd V. P. Railroads. 

The special meeting of the South 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
I held at the city hall Friday evening 
of last week saw a large gathering of 
citizens of the town. The subject for 
discussion was the recent order of 
the supreme court unmerging the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
railroads. The meeting resulted in 
the passing of a resolution express¬ 
ing the opinion of the local Chamber 
that the best interests of this region 
is served by the present status of the 
| two railroads. 

Those gathered at the meeting heard 
j both sides of the controversy ably set 
forth. The speakers included ex- 
i Governor James Gillett, who opposed 
the court order, representatives of the 
| San Francisco Chamber of Commerce 
and the California Development 
Hoard, who took the same stand, P. 
R. Thompson, Judge E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham and Angelo Scampini, the last 
i three speaking for the enforcement of 
the dismemberment order. 

Dr. F. S. Dolley, president of the 
| Chamber, presided at the meeting. 
After briefly outlining the subject that 
l was up for discussion, Dr. Dolley 
j called upon Mr. Gillett. Mr. Gillett’s 
address was a clear, logical setting 
| forth of the present status of the two 
, railroads and the possibly disastrous 
effects of their connection being sev- 
! ered. 

Gillett was followed by P. R. 
i Thompson, chairman of the traffic 
I committee of the Peninsula Bureau of 
Chambers of Commerce, who called 
upon the local Chamber, of which lie 
is a member, to endorse the resolu¬ 
tion recently passed by the Peninsula 
Bureau upholding the court order for 
i the unmerging of the railroads. He 
was followed by San Francisco speak¬ 
ers and by Mr. Scampini and Judge 
! Cunningham. 

Following the discussion the reso¬ 
lution was Introduced favoring the 
present status of the two railroads. 
J. G. Walker immediately introduced 
a counter resolution opposing the 
i court order. This resolution, intro- 
i duced as an amendement to the other, 
was ruled out of order by the chair¬ 
man, who held it not an amendment 
, but a contrary motion. The original 
| motion was then put and passed by a 
I vote of 34 to 7, thus expressing the 
concensus of those present against 
i the dismemberment order of the

The city trustees met in adjourned 
session Tuesday evening of this week, 1 
the object of the meeting being the 
consideration of the protests that 
have been lodged against the bound¬ 
aries as fixed for the electrolier light¬ 
ing system district. These protests 
were against the including of Cypress

Walnut and Spruce in the assessment 
district. It was decided to revise the 
preliminary proceedings so as to drop! 
Cypress avenue from the district, but 
all of Grand avenue as far west as 
Spruce will, in all probability, be re¬ 
tained. 

The inadequacy of the present sewer j 
system in the west end of town was 
brought up by B. J. Rodondi. This is l 
a matter that has been under con¬ 
sideration by the city officials for 
some time. As a result of the discus¬ 
sion Tuesday evening, Mr. Rodondi 
was informed that some time in the I 
near future a bond issue would be 
called for to provide funds for the 
work of constructing sewers in the 
west end.

THE STATE AND THE POWER ACT 


The Enterprise Is frequently asked where it stands on the water and 
power act amendment that will come before the voters at the next general 
•lection. Briefly this paper is against it. as it is against most idealistic, 
socialistic dreams. From time to time between now and election this news¬ 
paper will have something to say about the proposed water and power act. 
As a starter it will merely quort an editorial from the Industrial News 
Bureau, which sets forth the basic fallacy of the proposed measure. Here 
It Is: 

"It Is enough to make a cat laugh to read the arguments that are ad¬ 
vanced in California by the advocates of the proposed water and power act. 
which would launch the commonwealth on a state-owned power development 
scheme to the extent of $500,000,000 as a starter. 

"The ability of the state to borrow money at 144 or 2 per cent le8S * n_ 
terest than any private company is cited as tlfe most Important reason why 
the state should go into the power business, on the theory that this saving 
would enable it to make lower rates to consumers. 

"Unless the state management of power projects were much more effi¬ 
cient than state or government management of any other undertaking, the 
possible 2 per cent Interest saving would be more than swallowed up by 
overhead charges accumulated at various places in the management. 

"Aside from all this, however, the argument is weak and hypocritical 
and morally unBound unless the advocates of the measure come out Hat- 
footedly and say that, for the same reason advanced in support of the water 
and power act, the state could secure capital more cheaply for operating our 
banks, our insurance companies, our wholesale houses, our transportation 
companies, our grocery stores, our newspapers and our farms. 

"If It Is of such great advantage for the state to save 2 per cent In one 
line of Industry, it is obviously and of still greater advantage for the state 
to enter other lines of industry which affect even more intimately the daily 
life of its people than does the power business. 

"Why not have the state Invest $500,000,000 in the production of farm 
products and food stuff, which would lie furnished to the people on the same 
reduced coat that Is claimed for the development of state power? 

"Whose business Is to he left free, whose is to be taken over by the state? 

“Are the advocates of the state water and power act honest enough to 
come out and openly advocate state socialism? That Is what their measure 
proposes for the ‘other fellow’s' business. 

"Already we see in Russia the failure of government monopoly of busi¬ 

ness. 

"To revive Its Industrial life, Russia is again inviting foreign capital to 
come there and develop property. 

"Instead of profiting by Russia's experience, socialists in California 
would launch the state on a program of state ownership, which Russia after 
disastrous experiment is already turning away from."

works for. 

"It's this way.” said the employee. "Your grocer probably has a stock 
that is worth $4000. He sells that stock over five or six times a year. In 
Other words, with an investment of $4000 he does a business of $25,000. He 
makes his profit on the amount of his business. The utility company has 
several million dollars invested—mostly borrowed money. It takes five years 
on an average for the utility to do as much business as its investment 
amounts to—but its profits are on its business just like your grocer's Be¬ 
sides the utilities have to grow. There Is more demand every year for their 
services, but it costs them millions to get ready to do business in thousands. 
And they pay interest on ail the money they use.” 

“But lots of people say the rates are too high.” 

“Rates are made under the supervision of the state or city." said the 
meter reader. “They are fixed to vjeld enough to keep the property going 
and pay a fair return on the value of the property, after the expenses are 
paid. The character of the business makes tills necessary, in that the utility 
has to grow with the community, ami as most American communities are 
growing, the American public not only wants, hut demands the service which 
all utilities supply. To furnish this service the utilities necessarily have 
constantly to invest new money to provide for the necessary additional plant 
with which to render the service. This new money cannot be obtained un¬ 
less the utilities are earning a fair return."
